WATER  SUPPLY 


The  supply  and  distribution  of  water  supplied  within  the 
Rural  District  is  controlled  by  the  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds  Area) 
Water  Board  and  the  following  details  and  figures  are  given 
through  the  co-operation  of  the  Engineer  to  the  Board,  Mr.  H. 
Ackroyd,  whose  ready  assistance  is  acknowledged. 

The  quality  of  water  supplied  in  the  area  has  teen  good, 
only  occasionally  have  any  bad  samples  been  reported  and  these 
have  been  due  mainly  to  pollution  at  the  source.  All  water  in 
the  area  is  chlorinated  before  passing  into  supply. 


Pocklington  Rural  District  Council's  area  receives 
water  from  five  sources  which  are  listed  below.  Prom  each 
source  a  bacteriological  examination  of  raw  water  is  taken 
once  a  fortnight  and  a  bacteriological  examination  of  treated 
water  before  passing  into  a  supply  is  taken  every  week.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


The  system  of  household  refuse  collection  embodies  a 
weekly  collection  throughout  the  District  and  in  the  Milt- 
up  communities  collections  are  made  from  the  rear  of  each 
property  but  in  the  outlying  areas  collection  is  made  from  the 
kerbside.  During  the  previous  year  the  Council  had  given  serious 
consideration  to  the  introduction  of  a  paper  sack  system  but 
it  was  deferred  mainly  on  economic  grounds.  The  matter  was 
revived  when  estimates  for  the  year  were  considered  and  a  scheme 
was  formulated  to  commence  on  the  1st  June  within  the  Rural 
District  as  a  whole.  It  was  anticipated  that  there  could  be 
teething  troubles  with  the  introduction  of  a  completely  now 
system  but  it  was  quickly  evident  that  the  new  method  was  satis¬ 
factory  to  all  concerned  and  there  was  a  noted  improvement  in 
the  working  conditions  of  the  collectors.  The  suoceos  of  this 
new  venture  prompted  the  responsible  Committee  to  continue  its 
working  in  connection  with  refuse  disposal  which  is  a  permanent 
thought  for  improvement.  The  tip  is  in  private  ownership  and 
the  terms  for  tipping  were  negotiated  and  put  into  operation 
the  previous  year.  Despite  the  fact  that  tipping  was  taking 
place  quite  successfully  a  request  from  a  neighbouring  Authority 
regarding  joint  action  in  mechanical  disposal  was  considered 
but  only  in  very  vague  form. 
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SEWERAGE  PURIFICATION  AMD  DISPOSAL 


Capital  work  during  the  year  was  confined  to  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  Southern  Area  Group  Scheme  which  was  novel  insofar 
as  it  was  the  first  occasion  in  the  country  whereby  sewers  had 
been  laid  to  gradient  by  machine  and  it  is  very  pleasing  to 
record  that  except  for  the  odd  miner  mishap  the  installation 
of  the  sewers  was  completed  satisfactorily.  The  outcome  of 
this  scheme  was  that  a  further  six  villages  were  served  with 
sewers  and  a  proper  disposal  system  for  the  first  time. 

At  the  end  of  the  previous  year  there  had  been  an 
informal  hearing  by  the  Ministry  regarding  an  extension  to  the 
Pocklington  Sewage  Works  and  approval  was  eventually  given  for 
part  installation  of  the  proposals  and  this  was  confined  to 
the  introduction  of  a  sludge  treatment  plant.  The  Council  was 
able  to  give  approval  to  a  tender  for  the  equipment  to  be 
installed  therein  but  tenders  had  not  been  received  for  the 
Civil  Engineering  work  on  site  although  it  was  anticipated 
that  work  could  begin  early  in  che  new  year. 

The  most  important  matter  regarding  sewer  installations 
was  related  to  a  scheme  embodying  the  villages  in  the  northern 
area  of  the  District  together  with  provision  for  a  proposed 
new  prison  at  Pull  Sutton  on  the  former  airfield  site.  Considera¬ 
tion  was  given  to  alternative  proposals  formulated  by  the  Consulting 
Engineer  and  a  scheme  was  eventually  chosen  in  principle  but  its 
final  adoption  d5_d  not  come  about  because  of.  the  uncertainty  of 
the  siting  of  the  prison. 

The  impact  of  increased  housing  development  in  Wilberfoss 
necessitated  the  installation  of  a  surface  water  sewer  in  the 
Storking  Lane  area  and  this  work  was  successfully  completed. 

During  the  year  consideration  was  given  by  the  Council 
to  increased  private  housing  development  in  Market  Heighten 
close  to  the  central  area  and  the  Engineer  submitted  a  report 
showing  the  changes  that  would  be  necessary  in  the  present 
system  to  eventually  meet  the  demands  made  on  the  sewering 
system  by  the  housing  development  as  a  whole.  This  report  was 
accepted  in  principle  so  that  the  pattern  of  improvement  could 
be  related  to  the  sewering  requirements  for  private  housing 
development.

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HOUSING. 


The  Housing  Programme  for  the  year  was  as  follows 

Pocklington  6  one  becLrocmed  flats; 

18  two  bedroomed  flats. 

These  figures  relate  to  a  housing  re-development  in  the 
Chapmangate-Church  Lane  area  of  Fcekiington  which  had  commenced 
early  the  previous  year  and  the  Contract  was  concluded  in  the  Spring. 

No  other  programme  of  house  building  was  prepared  but  a  decision  had  been 
taken  previously  regarding  the  provision  of  a  Welfare  scheme  in 
Pocklington  in  collaboration  with  the  County  Council  who  had  erected 
an  aged  persons  home  immediately  alongside  the  proposed  site. 

Despite  numerous  interviews  with  Ministry  etc.  the  scheme  was 
delayed  but  it  was  hoped  that  tenders  would  be  received  early  in 
1970  for  commencement  during  the  year. 

The  question  of  provision  of  future  welfare  schemes  was 
uppermost  in  the  Council’s  mind  and  with  a  view  to  a  further 
extension  of  the  scheme  at  King's  Garth,  Stamford  Bridge,  neigh¬ 
bouring  land  was  purchased  together  with  several  3ub-standard  cottages 
known  as  Dales  Terrace  but  only  the  preliminaries  regarding  construc¬ 
tion  were  investigated  during  the  year. 

The  County  Planning  Officer  had  prepared  a  report  the  previous 
year  on  the  future  development  of  Market  Weight on  and  when  this 
report  was  considered  alongside  a  report  on  housing  conditions 
compiled  bjr  my  Department  it  was  decided  to  consider  the  redevelop¬ 
ment  of  an  area  of  land  known  as  Finkle  Street  but  only  preliminary 
investigations  regarding  ownerships  etc.  we re  carried  out  with  no 
thought  of  an  immediate  commencement  of  redevelopment  proposals. 

The  Council  gave  full  consideration  to  a  report  regarding  the 
future  of  the  prefabricated  aluminium  bungalows  in  the  larger 
communities  of  Pocklington  and  Market  Weight on  but  the  Ministry 
expressed  the  view  that  the  site  should  be  cleared  for  these  bungalows 
were  erected  purely  as  a  temporary  expedient  without  giving  due 
recognition  to  layout  etc.  and  layout  should  be  given  major  considera-* 
tion  in  any  proposals  for  permanent  dwellings.  Arising  out  0f  this 
observation  a  layout  was  prepared  in  collaboration  with  the  County 
Planning  Officer  but  it  was  resolved  that  no  further  action  be  taken 
meantime. 

Consideration  was  given  to  an  exercise  whereby  the  Council  would 
utilise  land  in  its  possession  at  Stamford  Bridge  by  providing  roads 
and  services  and  selling  off  plots  for  use  by  private  individuals 
who  would  wish  "to  erect  dwellings  of  their  own  design  utilising  the 
builder  of  their  choice.  No  final  decision  was  reached  on  this 
proposal. 

The  policy  of  surveying  Parishes  to  ascertain  housing  conditions 
was  continued  and  in  Pocklington  Parish  the  main  feature  arising  out 
of  this  survey  was  that  Out  of  a  total  of  1,269  dwellings  in  the  Parish 
as  a  whole  there  were  only  105  dwellings  short  of  one  or  more  amenity 
and  were  considered  to  be  of  a  type  suitable  for  improvement  •  with 
the  aid  of  grants.
